Columbus, N. M., Juno 27. - .Amer- 
ican cavalrymen, assisted by posses 
of raadhman and ciHwns of Ifacbita 
and aearby towns taday are pursuing 
bandits who early Tuesday raided 
1 niRch about 35 miles southwest of 
Hacbita, N. M.i-kiiling William Par- 
ker, Ihe owner and Mrs. Alice Ptrlcer, 
his bride of five raentlis. 

According to stories reaching here 
the bandits are Mexieaiis who recent- 
ly liave committed numerous minor 
depredatfcMts in the district Rufcer, 
fron which Mexican bandits stole a 
nnnilier of head <»f stock last week, 
atti^nipted to drive theni off, but was 
forced to retreat to the ranch l»use. 
The marauders followed, broke 
fhrt ugh the door suid murdered Par- 
ker and his younj^ wife. They are 
said to have made their way south, 
driving a number of cattle and horses 
before them.

BiniSH ARE AHACKEI^ 

Bnmilofi's Drive Nets Nearly 
200,000 Prisoners in 
17 Days. 

London, June 28.— The Austriaoa 
in the region southeast of Trent are 
falling back before the advance of the 
It;ilians who have recaptured nuaMT* 
ous imixirtant points of vantage. Ttt^ 
towns of FosiiiH and Arsicrc agaiS 
have fallen into the hands of the Ital> 
ians while in the entire region be- 
tween the Adige and Brenta rivers, 
numerous peaks and mountain posi- 
tions have been retaken. 

The Austrians, according to the 
Italian war office, vainly attempted to 
hold bark the 1t;ilians by a concen- 
trated artillery and machine gun fire 
but the Italians would not be denial. 

There has again been a stackening 
in the intensity of bombard meat on 
the various sectors around Venhin, 
and only one infantry attack was at- 
tempted Tuesday. This was launched 
by the Germans on the part of the 
village of Fleury, northwest ol VeT' 
dun, which wa: > held by the Frenoh. 
It was repulsed. 

The Germans also essayed an at- 
tack against the British southeast of 
Ypres, but this also was without re- 
sult. In patrol engagements, the Brit- 
ish at many points entered German 
trenches inflk;ting casualties on the 
defenders and taking some prisfKiers.

Hammerhead Is So Good an Engineer 
That Its Nest Will Bear the 
Weight of a Man, 

No single-room sportment jsatis- 
fies the hammerhead. When he 

hiiild.-i lii.5 iie^t he divides it into 
three ro<iins — a n-eeption hall, a 
drawing room and a hedroom. The 
entire structure is built of sticks, 
dome shape, and sometimes six feet 
in diameter. The liird is so good a 
carj)enter and enjrineer that the nest 
will bear the weight of a man. In 
appearance the bird looks always as 
if he needed a haircut. His long 
locks, haiieing down his neck, have 
given him his name, hammerhead. 

The entrance to his domelike- neitt 
i« small and on the concealed side. 
The first room is the hall, where the 
hammerhead lives when he fears at- 
tack. Behind this is the drawing 
room, the home of the young birds 
when they outgrow the hedniom. 

The hedroom is higher than the 
ro«t and !<afe from Hoods. Here the 
female bird deposits eggs on a nest 
of leaves, and both parents take 
turns at keeping them warm. 

The hammerhead lires in Africa, 
usually builds his nest near a stream 
and eats fish, frog^Iiaaids and nail 
snakes.
